DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see the remarks, filed 04/1 0/2008, with respect to claims 
1-6 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103(a) rejection of JP 
'790 A (Umeki) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed invention. There is no 
teaching in the art to perform the apparatus that is now claimed. However, the 
prior art does not teach protecting the wire from heat. Umeki does not expose the wire 
to the melt, as stated in the instant invention. There is no motivation in the art to 
change the prior art's teaching of to arrive at the instantly claimed process. Two new 
U.S. Patents No. 5,667, 588 (lino, et al) and U.S. Patent No. 5,106,593 (Mizuishi, et al) 
are being cited as references of interested.
